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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments presented by the applicant are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that website are not the same as web pages and that Mustafa does not teach specific web pages. 
Paragraph 001 1 of Mustafa teaches that a call member and an agent download the same web page. Paragraph 0013 also teaches that a 
technique is provided to inter exchange active web pages between a client and an agent system. Applicant argues that Mustafa does not 
teach each of the web pages being associated with pre-specified information about potential calls. Paragraph 0013 also teaches this 
association. The prespecified information includes information queried about the client and sent to the agent, as taught in paragraph 
0032. Applicant argues that there is no record of an association between a web page and information identifying a potential call member. 
Paragraph 0032 shows that there is a database which stores a record of clients, who are potential call members, and a web page that is 
associated with them based on profile information and other queried data. 
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
